Humbert of Italy at iVIonza while 
his majesty was returning' from an 
athletic exhibition, opened here to- 
day. 
An immense crowd of peo- 


ple gathered about the court from 
early morning seeking 
admission 


to the court room, where only a 
fcvv places were reserved for 
the 


ticket holding public. 


The hearing began at 9 o'clock. 


Bresci sat in the dock calm and al- 
most indifferent. His counsel, Sig- 
nor Marlelli, head of the Milan bar, 
and the anarchist writer, Signor 
Mprlin, made requests on various 
grounds 
for 
an 
adjournment, 


which were refused. It is said that 
Bresci wrote to the jlfdgcs declar- 
ing that he would not reply to the 
interrogatories. 


While 
the 
indictment, 
which 


was very long, was 
being 
read 


Bresci was apparently unmoved and 
scanned the faces of the audience 
without any signs of fear. The in- 
dictment showed that the 'assassin 
indulged in incessant target prac- 
tice and that he prepared bullets so 
as to render them more dangerous. 


The witnesses were then intro- 


duced, eleven for the 
prosecution 


and five for the defense. 
The ex- 


amination of Bresci followed. --He 
declared he decided to 
kill 
King 


Humbert after the events of Milan 
and Sicilly. ''to avenge the misery 
of the people and my own." 
f 


He said. "I acted without advice 


or accomplices.'' 


The prisoner admitted the tar- 


get practice and the preparation of 
bullets. He spoke in a low, firm 
voioce and said he fired three shots 
at three yards with his revolver. 
Two wooden targets were placed 
on the table before the judges. Two 
hours' suspension of court ensued 
and then the witnesses were heard. 


A Brigadier of gendarmes, Sal- 


vatori, recapitulated the story 
of 


the assassination. He said he sav- 
ed Bresci from 
the 
crowd, 
who 


nearly lynclicd the assassin. Bresci 
when rescued was 
covered 
with 


blood.

RACE WAR BETWEEN 


JAPS AND CHINESE. 


One Chinaman Dying and Two 


Others are Badly Hurt in a 


Fight at Novato. 


TCOVATO, 
Cal., Aug. 25.-A 
race 


•vrar between Japancsc 
and 
Chinese 


broke out this afternoon on the much of 
the Xovato Land Company, near this 
place, and 'the first battle ended in the 
rout of -the Chinese. 
One Chinese is 


dying, two arc seriously injured and one 
received a. slight wounded. 
The Jap- 


anese, -who outnumbered 
the Chinese, 


forced the fighting from the start. Only 
one Japanese was wounded and his in- 
jury is a slight '-calp wound. 


After routing the Chinese the Japan- 


ese, fearing arrest, started to flee, and 
bat 
for the bravery of Mrs. Harriet 


Hatch, wife of F-. D. Hatch, manager of 
the ranch, would have escaped. 
Al- 


though unarmed, Mrs. Hatch 'halted the 
crowd of fleeing Japanese and by a bold 
show of courage held them back until 
the white ranch hands rallied and toolc 
them prisoners. 


Trouble had 
been brewing at 
the 


ranch for two months 
or more, and 


Sheriff Taylor, who is investigating the 
case, believes that today's -outbreak was 
planned on the part of the Japanese. 
The victories of the Japanese in the 
fighting in China caused 
the 
ranch 


hands of that nationali'.;' to long to do 
a little warring on their own account. 
Manager Hatch, in order 
to 
avert 


troubic, kept the Chinese and Japanese 
apart as much a.-; possible, but a rush 
or-1 .r for apples forced him bo put men 
of both nationalities 'to work 
in the 


apple packing-house. 


The story of the outbreak, as told by 


Walter Westlake, an eye-witness, is as 
follows: ''I 
had quit my work as a 


laborer on 'the ranch, and before going 
away took a walk over to the apple 
packing-house. 
Seven 
Chinese and 


eight Japanese were at work there. 
A 


Japanese named Hikado, who was pack- 
ing apples, put a box that was not quite 
lull on the bench in front of a Chinese. 
The Chinese refused to irail up the box 
and pointed out that it was an inch 
short of being full. 
The Chinese put 


the box back on -the floor and the Jap- 
anese again lifted it to the bencb. Once 
moie 'the Chinese put it down and the 
Japanese put it back. Then, v.-hen the 
Chinese put'it down, the Japanese said: 
'Do you want to fight?' The Chinese 
said 'No/ tut the fight started anyhow. 
One of the Japanese gave a shout and 
in 'half a minute ten more Japanese 
came running in, and they all went at 


the Chinese. They used hay hooks and 
clubs. 
I tried 
to stop 
them, but .1 


couldn't do anything with them, so I 
ran after help." 


Westlake, who was almost crazed by 


excitement, seized :i sledge hammer anil 
ran toward the Hatch residence shout- 
ing "Help! Murder!" There was a gun 
in the 'house, and Westlake wanted it. 


j but Mrs. Hatch thought that she might 
i need -it to defend the house. 
As she 


I stepped ou-t ot the door sixteen Jap- 


I ancse ran to the gate near the house, 


evidently intending to mako a break for 
town. 
Mrs. Hatch cried to the Jap- 


anese, "Stop!" T'hcy stopped and she: 
| wen-t on in a commanding lone: "Don't 


I you move out of your tracks; don't 
i run away like a pack of cowards." The 
| Japanese did mot know what to make 


j of it, but they stood still, and when help 


came 
they 
were 
surrounded 
and 


marched to the painthouse, where they 
were locked up. 
Constable Sutton ol 


JSTovato hurried to tiie ranch, and soon 
Sheriff Taylor and Constable Hughes of 
San Rafael were on the scene. 
In all, 


sixteen Japanese were arrested. 


Dr. H. Kusciy who was called to at- 


tend the wounded Chinese, found that 
Chun Fong was suffering from a frac- 
tured skull caused by a blow from an 
oaken club. 
His check was torn, evi- 


dently by a 'hay hook, 'and there were 
two lacerated wounds on his 'head. Dr. 
Kuser says that Chun Fong cannot live. 
Ah Chung has three deep lacerations of 
the lace and head, and Ah Sam has four 
wounds, all on the face and head. The 
injuries are serious, but it is almost cer- 
tain that the man will recover. Ah See 
had his hand lacerated by a hay hook. 


It was thought at first that the prin- 


cipal offender had escaped, but late to- 
night Ah Chung 
identified U. Masa- 


taua, a Japanese boss, as the man who 
struck Chun Fong with the club. 


Louis M. Gobeille, a boxmaker on 


the ranch, says that the Japanese acted 
like savages. His attention was attract- 
ed by angry shouts, and as lie turned 
round he saw Ah Sam, with Tiis face 
covered with blood, come running out 
of 
the packing-house. 
Six Japanese, 


armed with clubs and other weapons, 
were following close upon the fleeing 
Chinese. One Japanese struck Ah Sam 
with a club, and when lie fell the other 
Japanese 
crowded 
around 'him 
and 


struck him several blows as 'he lay on 
the ground. No pistols were used, the 
weapons of the Japanese being hay 
hooks, nail pullers, 'rhibs, sharp sticks 
and boxes. 


The arrest of the sixteen Japanese re- 


moves nearly all the men of that na 
tionality from the ranch, and no turtlic 
trouble is feared.

Hon ha-s actually boen made to any pow- 
er not much dqufbt nleed fbe* fult that it 
merely embodies Russia's intentions, sub- 
ject only to her ability to meet the oppo- 
sition which the annexation of 'Manchuria 
would bo sure to encounter from Japa-n.

Tho 
Tokio government may possibly reply to 
ary protest by aliogrins that if the integ- 
rity of China is violated by Russia in the 
north. Japan, also is entitled to sec-k ter- 
ritorial acquisitions in the Colestial King- 
dom.
